If you have au opera glass It Is an 


Interesting experiment to flud out the 
magnifying pawer of it. 
This may 


very easily be done without harming 
the glass. 


Hold one barrel of the glass in front 


of oue eye aufl with nothing before the 
other eye look at some object so that 
the Image Is seen with both eyes—with 
oue in its natural size, with the other 
magnified. You can then judge about 
how many times larger the object looks 
through the glass than without It, and 
that proves that tbe glass has that 
much higher.power than normal. 


If you wish to be even more accurate 


look at a yardstick in the same way. 
If one foot, for instance, In the magni- 
fied image looks as large as two feet 
eight inches iu the natural Image, the 
glass magnifies two and two-thirds 
times. You can also judge by looking 
at any object tb.it is divided into regu- 
lar sections, as a brick wall or a paling 
fence. 


How to Train a Honae. 


Ordinary bouse mice can be trained 


to perform little tricks if caught when 
very young. They grow up then with 
no more fear of their enemies than a 
cat .or dog. Trained mice should be a 
feature of every home menagerie. They 
can be taught to race after each other, 
drag miniature carriages after them 
and to, go through various drills and 
evolutions.

ness, social or domestic duties. In the 
east the use of perfume Is considered 
a purifier, though we look upon itWre- 
ly as a luxury. It Is asserted that those 
who are employed in laboratories 
where perfumes are made or among 
growing flowers are healthy to an ex- 
tent exceeding those not so employed.—

The tubular part is thin, extend- 
ing to about one-fifth and certainly not 
more than to' one-quarter of the entire 
width of the hair. 
Animal hair also 


consists of three parts, but these are 
differently constructed, the tube often 
filling the entire hair.

The salts of the sea have fed through- 


out ail time countless living things 
which have thronged its water aud 
whose remains now form.the rocks of 
continents or He spread In beds of un- 
known thickness over 00,000,000 square 
miles of the 143,000,000 square miles of 
the ocean's floor. They have lent the 
substance to build the fringing reefs 
of the land and all the coral islands of 
he sea, and there are at present on 
the baste of an average salinity of 3% 
per cent In the 200,700,000 cubic miles 
of water which make up the ocean's 
0,000,000,000,000,000 tons, or 10,173,- 
XX) cubic miles, of salt. This Is suffl-

five inches in length. The first cut il- 
lustrates a good stalk and a slender 
barren stalk which grew singly aud 
but eighteen Inches apart.

responds to the individual animal, 
which, with good .breeders, Is so care- 
fully chosen. Experiments conducted 
by the department of agriculture have

characters, such as height, height of 
ear, character of root growth, quantity 
'and width of foliage, number of suck- 
ers, number of stalks per ear, etc., are 
transmitted to u strong degree. 
It is 


therefore necessary to select seed ears 
from stalks that are well developed, 
and this can be done only by selection' 
from standing stalks at ripening time. 


The most Important character seed 


ears can possess is ability to repro- 
duce abundantly a good quality of ears, 
aud this can be determined only by 
comparative growing tests. There are 
many visible characters that a good 
seed ear should possess, and a corn 
having them. In addition to the charac- 
ter of great productivity, cau be so- 
cured by selecting such cars from the 
progeny of those ears that yield most 
iu the comparative production tests. 
Both aims can be accomplished at the 
same time by persistent selection to 
type from the progeny of the most pro- 
ductive seed ears. 


An ear of cylindrical shape, well 


rounded at each end, affords the largest 
percentage of grain per cob as well as 
kernels of the most uniform shape. 
The cob should be neither too large nor 
too small and should possess the prop- 
erty of drying well and quickly, caus- 
ing It to be of light weight and of a 
bright, healthy color. 
The kernels 


should fit compactly together through- 
out their full length on both sides and 
edges and should be uniform in shape 
and length on all portions of the ear. 
The second cut illustrates the visible 
characters of a desirable seed ear. 


Length is a very desirable character 


for the kernels of corn to possess, as It 
Is by increased length in proportion to

Fattening Turkey*. 


A season ago tbe Utah experiment 
:ntlon bought a number of turkeys on 
ov. 23 and fed them four weeks to 


find out whether it was a paying busi- 
ness to feed turkeys Intended for mar- 
ket. 
The principal articles of food 


were whole whe'at and corn. The tur- 
keys also had all the iklm milk they 
would drink and all the ungar beets 
and alfalfa leaves they would eat 
During a portion of the time they were 
glTen a mash of ground wheat and 
bran once a day. The food cost of the 
gain in weight during the experiment 
was a little over 6 cent* per pound. 
The quality of the meat was extra

on account of .Ill-health was announced 
tbll week. 
Born In Ireland 'and trained In Cam- 


bridge he had travelled widely In thin 
country before he was thirty, and then 
bad found his way into Canada. He 
was working with great suc-eei* lu the 
largest church in Toronto when the call 
came to go to New York to lake charge 
of a parish of which he knew nothing 
nvethat it seemed hopeletwly stranded 
because of the Bteady removal of well- 
to-do parishioners to morefaVored partu 
of the town. He was barely tinny- 
two; he wanted to remain in Toronto; 
be considered liiuieell Incapable of 
pulling St. Ueorge's together; but he 
consented to go to New York -ind con- 
fer with the veetry. On the way down 
be formulated three conditions for bin 
acceptance, and one of which, he once 
told me, be was sure would end the 
matter. 
"First," be eald to the gentlemen 


who urged him to lead them iu an ef- 
fort to save St. GeorgeN, "you must 
make the church absolutely free—buy 
out all those who will not surrender 
their pews; next, abolish all commit- 
tees In the church except the vestry, 
and third, I must have $10,000 a year 
for the next three yeais, apart from my 
salary, to spend as I see flt; my salary 
I leave to you." 
To bis surprise the 


conditions were promptly accepted, 
and on the first Sunday In January of 
1863 he began a rectorship which will 
never be forgotten in the Episcopal 
Church lu tbis country. 


THE DISCOUKAaiNQ FIELD. 


Dr. Baiusford fouud'a church of an- 


cient lineage—It was once a chapel of 
Old Trinity—and honorable record, iu 
a neighborhood that was rapidly be- 
coming a down-town district. There 
was a large boarding house population 
around the church, and au Increasing 
tenement house population just to the 
east of it. The congregation that had 
gathered about the striking personality 
of the elder Tyug had scattered, but the 
old aristocratic and exclusive traditions 
(till held sway. When the new rector 
bad made It plain thai, In his opinion, 
"the only Church worth serving, Is 
the Church that serves the people,'1 
and that the free-pew system was to be 
a reality and not a pleasant licllon, 
some of the twenty families that still 
stood by the parish pulled out and 
sought church homes where there was 
lees promise of promiscuity. 80 the 
new regime began with au advantage 
generally regarded as a disadvantage, 
the cburch was practically empty; 
everything had to be built up from the 
foundation. That condition made pos- 
sible the development of an organiza- 
tion fitted to work iu the changed envi- 
ronment. 


Too often, aa Dr. Kaiusford once put 


It, "the whole idea of Church relation 
leased on a family that can live in a 
25-foot bouse. As. soon as that social 
unit moves away from the neighbor- 
hood the Church Is lost." With a.clear 
recognition of the changed and chang- 
ing conditions lu the parish and with a 
firm grasp upon a few solid principles 
of work, and organization, the new rec- 
toi set himself to reacb and help the 
people of the neighborhood. 


Perhaps there Is no better evidence 


of Dr. Baiusford's peculiar geuius for 
the work he was called to do than the 
fact that before he had even thought of 
going to New York he bad worked out, 
lu bis own mlud, a detailed scheme for 
the management of a great city cburch 
with numberless activities. He had 
never bad opportunity to put bis plant 
Into practice because be bad never 
been In sole charge of a parish before 
he came to St. George's. 


One of the llrst new ventures was 


the opening of a rescue mission on Ave- 
nue A, iu a room behind a saloou. Its 
early days were stormy. The men of 
the Avenue A of those days bad no de- 
sire for religious ministrations. 
The 


rector had hardly entered the room for 
the first service when he was Knocked 
flat on bis back by a crowd of young 
hoodlums. He and tbe one layman 
who bad ventured to accompany him 
had a pretty rough time until they had 
driven out twenty of the most aggres- 
sive opponents of any religious innova- 
tions. Then they went ahead and did 
tbe best tbey could with those wbo re- 
mained. 


MUSCULAR CHRISTIANITY. 


A little later, a big, strong fellow 


wbo had ufade some insulting remark 
to one of the lady workers was ordered 
out by the rector. He refused to go 
and squared for battle. 
The rector 


promptly knocked him down, be ad- 
mitted be had had enough, and beat a 
retreat. 
Three weeks later another 


•criuimage waa on and to his horror 
tbe rector saw tbis same burly fellow 
pushing his way through the crowd. 
He saw no chance of escape when to 
bis astonishment the man took his 
Mand beside the parson and announced 
to tbe gang "the doctor and me can 
clean out tbis saloon; you get out." 


Before long the saloon lu front was 


crowded out and tbe mission bad an 
opening directly on the street. For 
teveral years this outpost work went 
on with varying success. Opposition 
faded away, tbe neighborhood, if not 
entirely reformed, was vastly Improved; 
hundreds of tbe people bad connected 
themselves with tbe parish and were 
regular attendants at the services lu tbe 
church; the mission was chiefly at- 
tended by "rounders" wbo came for 
the brightness and warmth and the oc- 
oasloual suppers. It was characteris- 
tic of Dr. Kaiueford to abandon fraukly 
and courageously his most cherished 
plan If be found It would uot work or 
bad outlived tta usefulucn. 


So the Avenue A Mission was closed, 


but h> results live on In a number of 
mtu who began tbe Christian life there, 
and In a still greater number, wbo were 
nt to work there by tbe rector and wbo 
found In tbe effort to give spiritual help 
to tbe neediest clan of.meu In a great 
oily, tbe spiritual purpose «ud power 
tbat had mad* their own live* a bta*. 
lug to tbeuiMlve* and to others. Tbat 
training taught us tbat the Christian 
life of service and it made us resource- 
ful lu trying to serve others. We cau 
new be too thankful for it.

PICKING HIS WOKKKRS. 


Ill order that ao large a number of 


volunteers ahould be efficiently direct- 
ed, it was uectiuary lo have a consid- 
erable p»id 'stair Bo Dr. Baiusford iu- 
trodueed the plan of gathering about 
him four or livecurmes, chiefly young 
uieu fresh from the Miuiinaries. For 
two yean he trained them lu his meth- 
ods, Insplied Iheui witb lit* Ideal*, 
truHled them with heavy responsibili- 
ties and then rent them out to be lead- 
ers of parishes all over the country. In 
this way be has contributed lo the 
Episcopal Church some of tbe most 
promising of her younger clergy. 


These "St. George's Graduates" are 


generally found at tbe bead of iiiport- 
aut congregations, reproducing the 
spirit though not always tbe detailed 
methods of St. George's. They were 
well warned by the rector tbat tbeir 
training under him wah meant to sup- 
ply them with principles rather Ibau 
with a programme. 
Dr. Kaiusford 


sought to get men from all Ibe Eastern 
seminaries, but of late confined his se- 
lection alirioi-t entirely to the Episcopal 
Theological School at Cambridge. Men 
were picked out a year or two before 
graduation, aud au appointment to St. 
George's wat> often as much coveted by 
a theologue as an appointment lo a 
to a first-da-* hospital is desired by a 
young physician. 
Besides, the junior clergy, Dr. Bains- 


ford bad bis staff of deaconeoaes, liv- 
ing uesr the church lu a house espec- 
ially built1 to meet the needs of their 
work. These devoted women are the 
gmircimu angels of the neighborhood. 
Many a woman and girl blesses them 
for tbe help given them lo live a straight 
life amid conditions which imperil all 
that IB fairest In womanhood. They 
are tbe leading spirits iu organizations 
like the Kings Daughters and tbe Girls' 
Friendly Society, though they have the 
valued help of scoreu of cultivated wo- 
man aa volunteers, in caring for the 
hundreds of youug girls iu these organ- 
izations. 


MANIFOLD ACTIVITIES. 


When Dr. BaltiBford came to St. 


George's there were practically uofacil- 
ities for parish work. A dingy "chapel 
•was used for Sunday.school purposes, 
tbe traditional sowing circle* aud tbe 
few other activities associated witb au 
old-fashioned-parish. For nearly rive 
years he worked with such tools as he 
bad, urged tbe need for better ones, 
and wailed as patiently as a man of 
his temperament could. Then iu 1888 
he had the satisfaction of opening the 
Tracy Memorial parish house, the fore- 
ruuuerof all the modern parish build- 
ings. Few investments of $250,000 for 
church purposes have ever yielded such 
large returns. 
The building is used 


seven days in tbe week for a multitude 
of enterprises. 


Tbe character of the work carried on 


iu this buildiug .Is determined by tbe 
rector's theory that "It Is easier to train 
a twig than a trunk." Much of it, 
therefore, centres In the Suuday school. 
There are few Sunday schools any- 
where comparable witb St. George's 
witb Us staff of 150 teachers, its 1900 
scholars, one-half of them men and 
boys; its Bible classes and its graded 
system leading to graduation and post- 
graduate work, juet as the common 
schools do, with which St. George's 
children are famijiar. 


Tbe men's clubs offers its three hun- 


dred members at a moderate cost just 
tbe privileges which tbe young man 
llvlug iu a boarding bouse badly needs. 
Dr. Kainsford believes iu tbe right of 
young people to healthful recreation, 
aud if be could have bad bis way would 
long ago have established throughout 
New York's crowded Eatt dlde.whelber 
under public or private auspices, "clubs 
"which sbould be tbe social clearing 
houses for tbe neighborhood. 
Such 


recreation centres, be has frequently 
said, are vastly more important to the 
welfare of New York thau free libraries. 


Dr. Baiusford was a pioneer iu estab- 


lishing a seaside home for the poor of 
tbe parish. To it during tbe three sum- 
mer months areseut about 13,000 moth- 
ers and children. Ho, too, he'saw long 
in advance of others tbe importance of 
giving the lads of the East Side ail oft- 
portuuity to fit themselves for earuiug 
a better living thau could possibly be 
theirs in the precarious employment of 
mediocre clerks. The excellent trade 
school embodying this couvlctiou now 
has a building of Us own erected to 
meet its special requirements, aud last 
gave about 850 young men and boys a 
start In learning such trades as print- 
ing, plumbing, carpentry, telegraphy, 
etc. 


THE ENORMOUS SUMS RAISED. 


Not a few of the St. George's activi- 


titles, such as this trade school, kinder- 
gartens and tbe like, Dr. Baiusford held 
did uot come directly within tbe prov- 
ince of tbe Church, but so long as tbe 
Btate and city failed to provide them, 
he maintained tbat it was tbe duty of 
tbe Church to meet tbe evident needs 
aud eudeavor to quicken tbe civic con- 
science to the point of providing for 
them. Every new parish enterprise 
waa made to stand this test: Will it 
help to interpret the real meaning of 
tbe Christian religion? Will it help 
men to a better life here aud now? Will 
It serve to make plain that not ouly 
St. George's parish, but the Christian 
Cburch, desires lo be tbe servant aud 
frieud of the people? 


During Dr. Haiti sfordV rectorship of 


twenty-three years fully $2,500,000 have 
been given for parish support and outside 
benevolences. The parish finances are 
organized as carefully ai those of a bus- 
iuees Institution. An envelope system 
for church expenses has arwut 1000 sub- 
scribers who give weekly sums rang- 
ing from live cents to twenty dollars. 
More than half give lean than a dollar 
a week, yet tbe total runs from 120,000 
to $23,000 a year. Other gifts amount- 
ing to about 175,000 a year provide for 
tbe work of tbe parish, for outside mls- 
•lous and charities. 


It to a mistake to suppose that the 


church baa been maintained by the 
very large gifts of a few. Dr. Balnn- 
ford would never agree to such a policy. 
NevertbeleH, be long ago fornaw tbe 
time when further cbangenln the neigh* 
borhood would make It ImpoMlble for 
tttt people who live about tbe church 
and wbo ox* need It. mluMratlona to 
provtde the naainary fuud*. Tberefcte 
be urged the feraatloo of an widow- 


fund.

the country has services quite com para- 
ble to the early niorniifg celebrations 
of the Holv Communion oil Chrimmab 
Day and Easter Day, wheu from 1,000 
to 1,400 of the younger communicants 
of the pariHh gathered with the rector 
and oilier workers. On other special 
occasions, such as the pawiou service 
from twelve to three o'clnck on Good 
Friday, which Dr. Kalusford always 
took bims«ir, and the watch night ser- 
vice on the last day of the old year, the 
spiritual power of the man »an won- 
derfully manifested, and invariably in- 
spired to higher purposes the great cuu- 
gregaHouf. 
Dr. Batusford is uot a pdlplt orator 


lu tbe accepted sense. He is primarily 
a pulpit teacher. This by no means 
Implies that he is lacking iu the power 
of stirring eloquence, but it it Is not the. 
eloquence, of polished periods ana 
smooth sentences. His sermons, rattier, 
bear tbe marks of ruggednewT and are 
plainly tbe results of his own experi- 
ence aud bis own contract . with his 
people. He frequently said tliat III* 
best Feroions he got from Interviews 
with aud letters from bis parisblouem. 
In the pulpit be endeavored to restate 
the old truths of the gospel In terms 
understood by presenlday men of af- 
fairs. In doing tbis, sometimes though 
carelessness, In the warmth of his own 
passionate earnestness, he laid him- 
self open to misunderstanding mid even 
to the suggestion of heretical teaching. 


His own people -who knew him, 


knew with what loyalty he held to the 
historic creeds, even though be urged 
tbat "the church mutt treat her creeds 
HN symbols of divine truths, not as Im- 
possible definitions." He was out- 
spoken iu condemnation of social injus- 
tice aud demanding the application of 
tbe gospel of social righteousness to 
everyday life. At least two instances 
are on record where men prominent lu 
the parish left it because of tbe rector's 
condemnation of practice which they 
were unwilling to surrender. 


Dr. Baiusford's preaching power and 


his magnetic personality were undoubt- 
ed factors iu tbe success of St. George's. 
Two other elements be constantly laid 
stress upon — free pews and systematic 
visitiuy. Time 'and again he reiterated 
the conviction that "the church of God 
in order to reach the children of God 
and to preach the gospel to men ought 
everywhere to be open and free." Each 
year be and his staff made from twelve 
tbousand to fifteen thousand visits at 
the homes of parishioners and others 
needing help, aud received from par- 
ishioners a nearly equal number of calls 
to obtain counsel. 
In tbe general life of New York city 


Dr. Baiusford gradually 
became a 


prominent aud Influential factor. He. 
could always be counted upon to cham- 
pion any effort on behalf of civic right- 
eousness. He was fearless iu pointing 
out abuses; sane and reasonable in sug- 
gesting remedies. He never sought to 
control the judgment or the action of 
others. He asked for himself tbe right 
to think and vote us a Christian citizen 
aud he urged that Christian men 
should apply Christian principles to 
political ami industrial affairs. He had 
no use for what be ouce called "a relig- 
ion tbat regarded man's life as capable 
of division into water-tight compart- 
ments entirely independent of one 
another." For him the Christian faitb 
was inseparable from Christian service. 
He demonstrated tbis conviction by/ 
bis lite m tbe State as well as iu tbe 
Church. 


WHY HE LEAVES. 


It is little less than a tragedy tbat at 


the age of fifty-live tbis man of wide 
vision aud many gifts should be com- 
pelled to lay down be loves. It is char- 
acteristic of taim to refuse to remain tbe 
nominal bead of the parish when be 
cau no longer give tbe full measure of 
service, even though vestry and congre- 
gation would gladly retain him. Al- 
though steadily regiauiug a measure of 
health, it Is doubtful if Dr. Baiuford 
will ever again be able to take work in- 
volving heavy responsibilities. Fifteen 
years ago tbe bursting of a bloodvessel 
lu the brain warned him of tbe dangers 
under which he worked with his in- 
tense concentration aud energy. He has 
known all these years (hat he might be 
permanently disabled at almost any 
moment, but fie has gone on to com- 
plete as far as possible the task he set 
himself. 


Bev. Hugh Me. Blrckhead, who bas 


beeu elected lo succeed Dr. Baiusford, 
is at present miulater-in-cbarge. Born 
not quite thirty vears ago iu Newport, 
B. I., be was educated at St. Paul's 
School, Concord, aud Columbia Uni- 
versity. While at college he came un- 
der Dr. Baiosford's influence, aud was 
led by him to study for tbe ministry. 
After completing bis course at the 
Episcopal Theological School, Cam- 
bridge, Mr. Birckhead joined tbe St. 
George's staff iu 1902. His direction of 
tbe parish affairs during tbe rector's 
absence has shown him to be a man of 
unusual executive ability. While he 
baa not yet developed tbe qualities tbat 
have made Dr. Balusford'a rectorship 
so memorable there is good reason to 
believe that he will be able to maintain 
the -high standard of tbe past, aud to 
lead the parish to still greater achieve- 
ments.

HINTS~FOR FARMERS 


•Cow Stable VratiUtlon. 


Not one cow stable in n tbousand In 


the oldest dairy districts is properly 
ventilated. Is it any wonder that cows 
become diseased, that tuberculosis and 
a host of other diseases take bold of 
the cows In these close, foul stables? 
One would think the dairy farmers 
Would take hold of this matter for the 
sake of their own property—tbe cows. 
But a talk with them will reveal that 
09 per cent take no stock- in tbe Idea 
that pure air Is necessary to keep a cow 
healthy and make her more profitable. 
Now, we all need warm, clean stables, 
with pure air. Moat every mnu knows 
that cows must be kept warm if they 
are going to give their best profit. Ac- 
cordingly the farmer will shut tbe cows 
up at night in a close stable In order 
to keep In the heat, and by morning It 
Is enough to knock a man down when 
the stable door is opened. 
No better 


breeding place for tuberculosis conld be 
found than such a stable If there Is one 
diseased animal.—Hoard's Dairyman. 


At C«lTl«« Time. 


A food feed after calving Is made by 


pouring hot water over three pounds of 
oats or bran and letting It set for half 
an hour before feeding. A mild dose 
of epsom salts just after calving will 
act as a laxative. A pall of warm wa- 
ter, especially during a cold period, 
will be appreciated. 
Keep tbe cow 


warm and away from the cool drafts 
of air. 
At the beginning of the milk- 


ing period the cow should be fed light- 
ly, gradually increasing the grain ra- 
tion uutll the full flow of milk ha: beea 
obtained, tt Is well to feed liberally, 
but never overfeed. 
Common sense 


and lots of It must-be used. Remem- 
ber that whatever adds to the comfort 
of the dairy cow adds to the yield in 
the milk pall.
